The petition points out th a t the 
law requires that a bank operated 
In a city of more th an 25.000 or less 
than 100,000 population shall have a 
capital 
stock 
of

$100,000. 
The action was started on the re­ 
quest of the trade and commerce 
departm ent after Secretary Clar- J 
ence Bliss, according to 8pillm an. 
had notified the bank th a t its cap­ 
ital stock did not 
meet 
th e re­ 
quirements. 
The bank was organized a t B eth­ 
any in 1905, and according to the 
1927 report of the bureau of bank­ 
ing has a capital of $10,000, re­ 
sources am ounting to $121,000, and 
deposits 
totaling 
approxim ately 
$90,000 
According to Spillman th e offi­ 
cials of the bank contend th a t B eth­ 
any was made a part of the city of 
Lincoln and th at lf they were au- 1 
thorized to operate in th a t suburb

"If the bank had continued to 
operate in Bethany.’’

governm ent of som ething m ore th a n

T he purpose is to rest absolute 
‘control In th e people.

plan th ere is no way this control 
can get aw ay from th e people, he 
pointed out. 
They have been com ­ 
pressed in to nine councilm en, five 
of whom arc elected every two years 
for a period of four years, 
O ne of 
these is th e m ayor who m akes th e 
fifth m an every two ysears.

THE HALSEY PRESERVE. 


Time was a turn when the wild turkey abounded 
in great numbers in Nebraska. Some of the wooded 
areas in tile northern 
and 
northwestern sandhill 
counties provided an Ideal home for this monarch 
of the feathered species of mild game. But that was 
a long time ago With th# advance of the settler, the 
» 
wild turkey disappeared and it lias been years since 
hunters had an opportunity of a bag. 
Of the many efforts to revive mild game in Ne­ 
braska. none is more interesting than the experiment 
which will be undertaken by Warden Prank O'Con­ 
nell. of the game and fish department. He lias re­ 
ceived twenty pairs of wild turkeys during the past 
week and will ship them to northwestern Nebraska 
counties to raise flocks for stocking other sections of 
the state where conditions are favorable. The turkey 
does not increase as rapidly as the pheasant which 
George Roster brought into the state while game 
warden. Placks of the latter have become so numer­ 
ous that it was possible to declare a short open seas­ 
on upon pheasant# last fall and thousands of hunters 
enjoyed a brief period of shooting.

The law has not always been the 
terne and there have been times when the product 
was taxed at every stage of manufacture, transporta­ 
tion and sale. In some sections it paid anywhere from 
a dozen to twenty different taxes, all very small, b u t. 
amounting to much in the aggregate.

to enforce prohibition in the United States; and they 
use the same methods, from under cover men to gun­ 
boats. 
In the last few hundred years the Chinese haven t 
been considered remarkably successful as government­ 
al managers, It would, however, probably be unfair 
to condemn the sales tax Just because it originated in 
Cathay.

AMENDMENT IS 
THOUGHT NULL 


McMullen De c l i n e s to 
Declare Proposal As* 
Part Constitution. 


Question of legality Is 
One For Courts 
To Decide. 


Governor McMullen announced at 
noon Wednesday, upon receipt of a 
w ritten opinion from the attorney 
general's office, th a t he will issue 
a proclamation 
stating that the 
proposed am endm ent to Nebraska * 
constitution giving the state uni­ 
versity regent* instead of the board 
of control 
Jurisdiction over the 
state schools for blind and deaf re­ 
ceived enough votes at the late elec­ 
tion to carry it, but th at the ques­ 
tion as to whether it was subm it­ 
ted in legal form and m anner is for 
the courts to decide, and in the 
absence of a Judicial ruling there­ 
on he cannot declare the am end­ 
m ent to be adopted and a part of 
Hie state constitytion. 
The opinion was delivered to Mr. 
McMullen at his office by Assist­ 
an t Attorney General Lloyd Dort, 
who wrote it. 
Attorney General 
Spillman and two of his other as­ 
sistants had previously gone over 
It and given It their approval. The 
governor was advised in the opin­ 
ion th a t the courts will probably 
hold the am endm ent void because 
the 
constitutional 
provision 
re­ 
quiring it to be published in news­ 
papers in all counties during four 
weeks immediately prior to election 
was not followed. 
Governor 
McMullen 
conferred 
with Mr Dort in his private office 
for a few m inutes and then came 
out to give waiting newspaper rep­ 
resentatives the result of the in ­ 
terview 
Mu vt Go to the Court*. 
"I shall issue a proclamation to 
thto effect: T hat the votes cast for 
th e am endm ent were enough to car­ 
ry it, but as to the m atter of prop­ 
er publication it will require a Ju­ 
dicial proceeding 
and 
determ ina­ 
tion. and under the circumstances 
I cannot say 
the 
am endm ent is 
ratified and in force as a part of 
the 
constitution,” 
the 
governor 
stated. 
Who will bring the suit to get the 
question before the court has not 
been indicated. 
The board of con­ 
trol has heretofore, by resolution, 
asked Governor McMullen whether 
it should continue to supervise and 
look after the Nebraska City school 
for blind and the O m aha school for 
deaf. It was th a t inquiry which he 
transm itted to the legal departm ent 
for its ruling. 
Either the board of 
control or the 
university 
regents 
m ight institute a quo warranto pro­ 
ceeding in the court*, or some in­ 
dividual interested in the am end­ 
m ent could sue for a writ of m an­ 
dam us to compel the transfer of 
the two Institutions. 
The am endm ent 
was 
submitted 
by the legislature of 1927 and under 
the constitution and law pertaining 
to such propositions its legal pub­ 
lication should have been made in

election It was not so published a t 
any place or time during th a t per­ 
iod. but was published once only i 
during the month of August, eleven 
or twelve week* prior to election.

it invalid because of failure to fol­ 
low the 
publication 
routine laid 
down by the qomltttUon. 
Numerous 
judicial 
authorities 
were quoted in support of the opin­ 
ion. One of these was an Iowa de 
ctoion ruling thus: 
"It m atters not if only every elec­ 
tor. but every adult person in the 
state, should desire and vote for an 
am endm ent to the constitution, it 
cannot be recognised as valid unless 
such a vote was had tn pursuance 
of and in substantial accord with 
the requirement* of the constitu­
